Stephen Leacock, Sr., WTOtc an article 
in the Daily a couple of years ago en- 
titled '"On ihf Need lor s Quir; Collrpe." 
In it hf siiiii îliûi a co'.irco "'fir removed 
from ihf outsicif world, it.* wars, revolu- 
tions, and taxe? a non-co-educational col- 
lege, was hif ideal of a univer.';ity. There, 
in close personal contact with c.ich and all 
professors the students would be able to 
get do-nn :o snmr real study. In Mr. Lea- 
■cock's college there would be no cxtra-cur- 
Ticular activities — absolutely nothing but 
study — and the cradua;c5. men who had 
really accomplished something, would be 
prepared to work for the betterment" of so- 
ciety. Thry v.-nuld Icnve the imprint of 
their deeds upon the world. 

"Whether we agree or disagree with the 
method, none will painsaj- the aim. The 
purpose of the university was the same 
Testerday, is the same today, and will be 
ithe same tomorrow. Unfortunately it is 
irue that we cannot remove the university 
te a spot where events in the world will 
ibave no effect upon the students, and con- 
sequently we must make the be?t of it. 

On thing is ciefmitt. tiiat the present 
unrest in the world is having an influence 
on the students, an influence which is det- 
ximental to their scholastic success. The 
effect is both psychological and economic, 
and so far. no attempt has been made to 
jemove either. îsow is the time to begin 
to do so. 

If the v.ar continues, as we believç it 
will, for some time to come, it appears 
quite likely that there will be a consider- 
able decreast in the number of students 
attending college. The psychological 
factor will result in loss of incentive and 
interest in courses, so that many young 
men will leave to enlist in the armed forces, 
and the economic factor will either force 
many to leave college for lack of funds, or 
will entice them through high wages to 
enter industrj-. 

The economic factor might partly be 
eliminated by in'.roa.sed grants and bur- 
saries, but 11 will be iiiore difficult to offset 
the effects of the psychological. Enlist- 
ments will undoubtedly be the main diffi- 
culty. It if. quite natural that young men 
should be anxious to ser\-e their country 
in its time of nood. but i* i^ our firm bt- 
ilief that moni studenti: should wait until 
(they graduate before they enlist. They 
can far better serve their country as quali- 
fied graduates than as people who once at- 
tended college for a year or two. 

A war has t'l.i: faculty of making a 
person feel that noiiiing k very important, 
that if hostilities don't go on forever, tlic 
.resulting changes they will bring about 
.will be isO va«l that a college degree will 
be relatively unimportant. The prohccu- 
tion of the war is the predominant thought 
in ibe.minds of all. 

'J!hus attitude and the co-existeut nerv- 
{O^s tension should not dominate our minde. 
'The events of the war siiould be perused 
-with a calm, thougiitful outlook. Students 
jinust consider how they can best help, and 
then calmly ;ind efficiently ^a-x out to pre- 
pare tiiemseUe.s for their ciio.-.en t{i.<;ks.

BreakinS into Gotham's highly compétitif 
news beat was no cinch. The News appeared 
to lia\r the taWoi<1 liNi,te buffnloevt. And the 
Tost, bopstinc R fine new face with S.im Graf- 
Ion as its liiRhl.v \Tpute\i oohunnisllo star hail 
collared whate\-cr liberal and leflwing read- 
ers Hie town could boast of. Times and Trib- 
une territory was untouchable. But, fortified 
with sex-eral millions of dollars, and a bag of 
new trioks. Ralph IngersoU ventured ^••^th to 
,1,1 battle w ith the Riants and come what may, 
lies puttnis a fine si-rap, after an emer- 
gency transfusion of an additional half million, 
the donor being philanthropic, pro-British, de- 
partment store magnate, Marshal Field. 
What's Xew 

PM is highly personalized, and also highly 
departmentalized. It« photographic depart- 
ment is headod by Margaret Bourke White, 
than whom there arc few more talented work- 
ers in the camera field. But that's common 
know levipe. 

Here are a few examples of PM's differ- 
cntnens: 

A wxîather report is made to read, "It's 
going to be somewhat mild for a day or two. 
. . ." Bob Brumby, a highlj' talented sports- 

wTiter captions a stor.v, "\rou'd Never Think 
Burman Had to FiRht That Dre.iful Loul.s," 
Louis Kroncnbcrger, the drama critic under his 
review of a new play. in.<erts a litUc box "What 
the Other Critics Said" quoting Atkinson, 
Watts, Mantle and Coleman so that readers 
may compare critical opinions at a glance. The 
radio page is tremendous in its scope and 
closely detailed— PM is the first newspaper to 
give radio the nod ever movies as America's 
greatcfi entertainment industry. Bui the 
Labor page is something revolutionary. Here 
you find news of unionization, wage arbitra- 
tions, strikes all written with a human interest 
touch and featuring stuff most other papers 
don't dare touch. Tj-pical of the policy, is In- 
gersoU's publishing the story of the contro- 
versy betxveen PM and the Newspaper Guild 
after labor editor and Guildsman Leo Hubcr- 
man bad been discharged. Thext's a brilliant 
column by Ben HechU "One Thousand and 
One Afternoons in New York" the stories of 
which Hecht attributes to his "keeping out of 
night clubs." And PM offers the most strik- 
ing British coverage of any American paper. 
Stories are larded liberally with diagrams and 
photos, and the captions are brilliant 

In a human interest way. PM has inherited 
the specific muckraking tradition of Con- 
sumers' Union, exploring bargain basements, 
exposing frauds and misrepresentations, and 
publicizing free of charge, the department 
store features which in the opinion of a highly 
competent staff can be classed as "special 
x-alues." 

PM makes a practise oi printing no edi- 
torials, except— and this has been happening 
off and on— when IngersoU has a particular 
point to make about U.S. national defense. Un- 
fortunately, far from being a talented writer, 
IngersoU's editorials plod along — weighted 
down by an overload of verbiage. 
Expansive Paradox 

C:rculstio.i figxires started out with a boom, 
thereby upsetting the economic applecart, 
thanks to a masterful publicity campaign which 
had all of America hanging on the ropes for 
months. Then the bottom dropped out of In- 
gersoU's pet toy. Magazine articles and news- 
paper columnittî expressed their disappoint- 
ment. PM was accused of "oeing a tool oi Brit- 
ish Imperialism in some quarters, a front for 
the Commtmist Daily Worker in others. Some 
prognosticated that without advertising it 
would fall, others claimed that its highly liter- 
ary staff couldn't compete with New York's 
finest newsgeliers. Some of the shareholders 
got frighleiifcd, others sat tight, but Jngersoll 
carri«:d on doggedly in the face of a plummet- 
ing circulation curve. Then Field dug down 
deep in his jeans, and nunour* flew that In- 
gersoU would be given the sack. But by this 
time PM had 'otcome a habit with some people, 
and accoroing to the latest figures, their num- 
ber is on the up. Incidentally, Ingersoll is still 
at the helm.

Principal Denies Hepburn's 
Ctiarges on Monetary Expansion 

ISSUES STATEMENT 



Will Analyze Demands in Full 
at Toronto Meeting Dur- 
ing February 



McGill's Principal, Dr. F. 
Cyril .Tamos, in a carefully 
worded statement issued to the 
press yesterday afternoon took 
exception to the charges made 
by Premier Mitch. Hepburn of 
Ontario that monetary expan- 
sion would soon be requireci to 
finance the Canadian war effort. 

Dr. James, one of the world's out- 
Ftuidine authorities on problcnv of 
money and banking, has made clear 
his views on inflation in his recent 
book. "Thp EcfiTiomic.<; of Money, 
Credit and Banking". In thai work 
he points out, "budgetary inflations, 
in the pn.'t. have invariably ended 
in monetarj- crisis that, alj too often, 
brought economic anarchy in their 
train, while business inflations have 
monotonously terminated in crisis, 
liquidation and depression " 
Conteste Hepburn Demands. 

The statement, issued to contest 
demands by Premier Hepburn at 
the recent. abruptl>' terminated, 
cnnference on Dominion-provincial 
relEtions. briefly outlines the view.'; 
vhich Dr. .lames will analyze in 
full fit a meeting of the Kmpire 
Club in Toronto on Februarj- 6. 
The subject which will be discussed 
on that occasion is "Inflation and 
"War Finance" and the r.-,nc;pal has 
postponed detailed comment on 
Hepburn's proposals until that date. 
Statement Released. 

In yesterday's press release Dr. 
Jame.c srated." . . . 

"Mr. Hepburn, in the somewhat 
contentious 5taten".er.* regarding 
per capita currency that he issued 
yesterday, seems to ignore the fact 
that people pay their bills by 
cheque as well as by notes and 
coin. The spending power of the 
countries that he quotes is deter- 
mined by the aggregate notes and 
deposits at the disposal of the com- 
mimity, and on e per capita basis 
the lifures should be $210 per cap- 
ita for England (calculated at the 
present exchange rate of S4.40 to 
the £.); S2B2 for the United Slates 
(also calculated at the present ex- 
change rate of $1.10 Canadian to 
Sl.OO U.S.); and $326 for Canada. 
These figures which are necessar- 
ily approximate clearly reverse 
the order of magnitude that is 
suggested by Mr. Hepburn, and 
indicate that Canada has less need 
than either of the other countries 
for monetarj- expansion. 

"It should also be pointed out 
that there is no economic sanction 
for the contention that Canada's 
war effort is being impeded by lack 
of currency or of bank deposiU. Tne 
monej- available for war acuvities 
IS that in the hands of the Domin- 
ion Government, not that possessed 
by individuals, and the only satis- 
factory argument that would justify 
resort to a policy as dangerous as 
inflation nas always proved itself to 
be would involve a frank statement 
that the Dominion Crovermnent is 
compelled to create new money be- 
cause a recalcitrant public is tm- 
wllling to pay taxes or purchase 
war savings certificates. Llr. Hep- 
burn has not presented evidence to 
prove any such contention."

Xoyes, C.B.E., LL.D., Litt.D., 
gave a number of selected vend- 
in(fs of his own poems to n rec- 
ord gathering in Moyse Hall. 
While the seating capacity is 
four hundred sixty, the total at- 
tendance was seven hundred. 
The Honourable Gyrus Macmil- 
lan. >r..\.. M.P., Dean of the 
Factilty of .\r1« .md Srioncr und 
licad of the Department of Eng- 
lish, introduced Dr. Xoyes. 

Before giving readings of his 
poems Dr. Noyes gave his concep- 
tion of what poetr>- is. He regis- 
tcrrà his belief in a ver>- old tra- 
dition that poetry is a kind of 
music. "Some people think that 
poetry must be artificial but it is 
not so. Tides, stars, human heart- 
all beat in rhythm." Dr. Noyes said 
that the poet is forced to play his 
pari and is caught up in the 
rh.vLhn-.. The real poet finds that 
rhyUim and metre are a help 
rather than a hindrance. 

First Reading 

Dr. Xoyes gave as his first read- 
ing a ballad entitled "Sherwood." 
He stated that under the surface of 
the poem is the attempt to sug- 
gest what happens when memories 
reawaken. 

In "The Admiral's Ghost" the 
thought is that Drake always re- 
turns to help his country. The peo- 
ple of Devonshire believe that Nel- 
son is the ghost of Drake. Dr. 
Noyes said that it is the ghost in 
all of us that counts — the soul; that 
these ghosts have a real and valu- 
able meaning for the people. 

The next poem was taken from 
the medieval epistle of Pope Pres- 
ter John, and was entitled "Forty 
Singing Seamen," in the words of 
the poet "a frivilous poem about 
the sea." 

"The Barrel Organ," a poem fam- 
iliar to students of English, is writ- 
ten about London. The change in 
rhythm represents the change in 
tune on the organ. Dr. Noyes ex- 
pressed the thought that through 
times of happier days memory will 
help to bring into accord what we 
are thinking of London to-day. 

Dr. Noyes introduced what he be- 
lieved to be an entirely new metre 
in his poem, "Mountain Laurel." It 
is a poem of a different kind writ- 
ten on this fide of the ocean after 
E visit to the music festival at Nor- 
folk, Connecticut. The poem reflects 
the poet's thoughts while riding 
through New England when the 
laurel was in bloom. Dr. Noyes ex- 
plained that the metre of the poem 
was not dictated by a metronome 
but by the instrument on the left 
side of the body. 

Unpublished Poem 

The last three poems read were 
'The Highwayman''; two short 
poems, '"Wizards," a lyric from "The 
Torchbearers," in which the poet 
attempts to express the true rela- 
tion between science and religion; 
"On The Eve of Invasion." The last 
poem i£ one which Is as yet un- 
published; it expres-ses the thought 
that the people of England are 
praying for invasion because it 
may bring the war to an end. 

Dr. Noyes will give his next lec- 
tures on Monday, January 27, and 
W(.di.t-bdiy, January 29. The sub- 
jL'.tf for thtic two lectures are 
respectively "The Aspects of Mod- 
ern Poetry" and "The Belationship 
o< Poetry and Reality." These lec- 
tures are to be given in Moyse Hall 
at five o'clock, end they will be 
open to the general public.

French Students More intel- 
lectually Developed, Need 
Fewer Social Activities 



In a discuîtion of the French unl- 
x-ersllles today before the Société 
Franoai.'P, Profeisor Darbolnet 
stated that in the first place the 
French Uni\*crslties were "Unlver- 
.<ite* d'Etat," under the direction of 
the Mini.Mer of Education and de- 
pendent on ihe slate for expenses. 
He pointed out that some of them 
date back to the Middle Ages,— 
such as the University of Paris, 
Montpclicr, and others. Besides the 
"universités d'etat" there are "uni- 
versités libres" which are called 
"Facultés Catholiques" and are not 
dependent on the state. 

Before a student enters a univer- 
sity he mii.'l obtain tlic Bachalaur- 
oatc degree. AlUiough he is «lig' 
ible for entrance without the Bach 
alaureate degree he cannot gel 
"Grades Supérieures" nor any d» 
grec at the termination of his 
course. 

The regulations of the Uni\'*rsi 
tics are characterized by extreme 
liberality. The Freshmen are treat- 
ed with the same consideration, and 
enjoy the same privileges as grndu 
ate students. Attendance at lec- 
tures is wluntary and consequently 
there are fewer contacts between 
professors and students. 

As a counterpart for liberality 
however, the' universities of France 
arc conspicuous for their absence 
of social life. 

Though the "Quartier Latin" has 
lost much of iU former color he 
continued it is still pervaded with 
the student atmosphere. South of 
Paris is the "cite xmiversitaire'', 
'With its cluster of student buildings, 
cafes, a hospital, and a post office. 

By the time a French student 
enters the University he is older 
than the English ones and therefore 
.•nore developed intellectually. Con- 
fequently social life is unnecessary. 
This also has its advantagesh in 
keeping the student free from dis< 
tractions and giving him more time 
for study.

An account of the Civil War In 
the United States woven around 
the Southern General Stonewall 
Jackson and the military medicine 
of the time, such as it was, was 
given at the last meeting of the 
Osier Society by Arthur Bradsher, 

At the outbreak of war in 1601, 
the army command of both sides 
wsf the scene of hilarity and go'id 
cheer, everyone believing that the 
trouble would end and all could re 
turn home. T^is v/as not so; in 
1862 Jackson was put in com- 
mand of the armies of the Shenan- 
doah Valley. He lead with a dom- 
ineering command, slaughtering 
prisoners on one hand and praying 
to JehovB on the other. 

The doctor in the field who fol- 
lowed Jackson carried a ball ot 
opium in one pocket and a ball of 
"blue mass," mercuro cathartic in 
Iht oUier for diarrhea and coloni- 
ztiiion v/hich gave the troops more 
trouble then woundc. 

Alcohol was reserved for the 
treatment of malaria, the medical 
corps seemingly being very tuscep- 
tible end consuming most of the 
Ijrophalaxis, There was a severe 
bhoilage of drugs. Those that were 
avaiiai;ie were costly; baking soda 
sold for $2.75 per pound and French 
brandy at $52 a gallon. 

The field hospital might be any 
house where amputation, resection 
or lituiation weru |;cifornied under 
an ajicsUiesia of clioloform if any 
were available. As a result of this 
period of butcher surgery the gen- 
eral trend was toward a greater 
conservatism.
